The only floating postoffice in fchr 
world, tho steam er C, F. Bielman, Jr. 
again is in service on the D etroit 
river. 
Until the last freighter of the 
season passes through the river here, 
the small government craft will be1 
in continuous 
operation, delivering 
“mail on the fly” 24 hours a day. 
Operating as an auxiliary to the De­ 
troit postoffice, the “mail boat” as 
the Bielman is known, has been in 
service since 1895. Prior to th at time, 
the crews of lake 
freighters 
were 
obliged 
to

until their vesseb 
docked at destinations before receiv­ 
ing mail from home.
